OF ST. CHARLES 


Henry D. Meyer, Jr., Official of 


Heavily by Cashier’s Shortage, 
Dies at St. Vinoent’s. 


WAS VOLUNTARY SURETY 
TO BANK’S DEPOSITORS 


Worry Over Disclosure of $78,000 
Loss Believed to Have Made 
His Illness—Bank Has Been 
Open as Usual 


Henry D. Meyer, Jr., one of the directors 


of the St. Charles Savings Bank, the cash- 
ier of which, Anton F. Mispage!, was re- 


cently found to be over $78,000 short in his 
acoounts, died early Tuesday morning at 
@t. Vineent’s institution, on the Si. Charlies 
rock road. 

Following their custom, the authorities 
of the institution declined Tuesday morning 
to tell anything about the cause of death 
or the circumstances surrounding it. Be- 
yond the statement that he had died be- 
tween 1 and 2 o'clock, they would tel! 
nothing. 

Dr. Bitter of St. Charles, 
Meyar's attending physician prior to his 
removal to the institution, and who ac- 
companied him when he was taken there. 
said Tuesday that death was due to al- 
ooholism. 

Worry over the shortage of Cashier Mis- 
Pagel is thought to have contributed to the 
fatal termination. 

Mr. Meyer was taken to the institution 
on Dec. 13 by Dr. Ritter. It was under- 
stood at the time that he was suffering 
from pneumonia. 

Henry Meyer, Sr., father of the deceased, 
said Tuesday that he received a telegram 
from Dr. Mueller of St. Louis Monday 
night which stated that his temperature 
and respiration were normal and gave as- 
surances that he would recover. 

The news of his death therefore came as 
a shock to the relatives and a surprise to 
the people of St. Charles. 

Besides being a director of the bank, Mr. 
Meyer was, with the other directors, on a 
$50,000 indemnifying bond whick~had been 
filed with the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
in St. Louls for the protection of deposi- 
tors from loss through the shortage of 
Mispagel, in the event that e bondsmen 
of the cashier should succeSsfully resist 
collection of the amount of the shortage 
from them. 

Mr. Meyer has worrted very much ever 

since the shortage. .was discovered. Latterly 
his friends have feared that his constant 
worrying was affecting his mind. 
For some time he has been 
care of Dr. Bitter. 
Mr. Meyer was in the drug business with 
his father, Henry D. Meyer, Sr., on Main 
street, directly across the street from thé 
St. Charles Savings Bank. News of his 
death was received at the store early 
Tuesday morning. 


One of Signers 
of Publis Notice. 


The shortage of Cashier A. *F. Mispagel of 
the St. Charles Savings Bank was made 
known to the public on Nov. 10. On that 
day a card was published in the St. Charles 
newspapers, making the facts known. It 
waa signed by President Theodore Bruere 
and the directors, Henry D. Meyer, Jr., 
among the rest. 

It stated that Cashier Mispagel was short 
in his accounts and had been discharged. 

Wiis father-in-law, Henry Broeker, who 
la one of the bondsmen of Cashier Mis- 
page!. confirmed the news of the death of 
Mr. Moyer, but Aeclined to go into details. 

At firat it was supposed that the short- 
age would not exceed £50,000, but when the 
hank examiners completed their work an- 
nouncement was made that the amount 
was $78,826.74. :

He was 
the junior member of the. drug firm of 
Henry D. Meyer & Son, with a large 
drug store on Main street, opposite the 
bdnk. He leaves a wife and three chil- 
dren.

ST, LOUIS LINES 


BANK DIRECTOR 


Director John I. Biggs Says His 
Savings Institution Which Lost | 


Concern Is Strongly Attracted 
by Both the United Railways 
and the Suburban Systems. 


COMPANY NOW OWNS GAS 
AND ELECTRIC PLANT HERE 


Improvements May Be Expected 
Under Possible New Ownership, 
He Intimates, but Not Redtced 
Fares—May Meet Directors. 


John |. Beggs, manager of many million- 
G@olla¥ corporations and director and expert 
of the North American Company, arrived 
at the Planters Hotel from Milwaukée 
Tuesday morning and talked freely of the 
report, first publised in lest Saturday's 
Post-Dispatch, that the North American 
Company will buy he United Railways 
Company as soon as -the Transit merger its 
finally concluded. 

‘Our business is buying street railway 
and lighting corporations and a»oplying our 
own methods of operation to them.” said 
Mr. Beges. “‘We now control the Laclede 
Gaslight Company and the Union Electric 
Light and Power Company in St. Louts, 
and we have discussed the advisability of 
purchasing control] of the St. Louis street 
railway lines. 

The matter has been before us at various 
times. About a year ago when the, Tran- 
sit company was in particular need of fi- 
nancial assistance, the question was 
brought before us very seriously. At that 
time the great mass of underlying and in- 
terlacing securitic® of the Transit com- 
pany and the United Railways Co. made 
the proposition entirely too complicated to 
induce favorable action on our part. 

“Now the aituation is much less com- 
plicated and more attractive. But whether 
we will take over the United Railways Co. 
I am net ready to say. We have ample 
money to do s0; in fact, enough capital] 
to buy anything we desire. 

“The North American Co. invested in 
St. Louis, that is in Laclede Gas and 
Electric, on my recommendation. I have 
great faith in the future of 8t. Louis. 
have great faith In the future popsibilities 
of the street railways of 8t. Louis. We 
would not wish to buy them for what they 
are now, but for what I believe can be 
made of them. The street railway system 
of St. Louis is in better shape now than 
it was a year ago. But I am sure we 
could still further improve it. 


Fare Low Enough 
Now, He Thinks. 


‘Mr. 3 was asked to specify the im- 
provements, but said this would be pre- 
mature. When asked if lower fare would 
be one of them, he said he thowgkht not. 

“Considering the cost of equipment and 
operation, think the fare in St. Louis now 
is as low as it shoukl be.” 

Mr. Beggs was asked if the North Ameri- 
can Company would buy the Suburban sys- 
tem along with the United Rallways. 

“T will say that they ought to be operat- 


ed as one system. It would be better for 
the public and also better for the owners. 
A mistake was made in not corraling the 
Suburban when the Transit company was 
organized.”’ 

Mr. Beggs said he has no appointment to 
confer with the United Railways directors 
while in St. Louis. He said it was pofsi- 
ble he might meet them. 

Mr. Beggs makes weekly visits to 
Louls trom Milwaukee. He is genera! 
manager of the Union Electric Co. tn &t. 
Loulis, and is managing director of the 
Laclede Gas Co, E. G. Cowdery, general 
manager of the company, ts a close poer- 
sonal friend of Mr. Beggs, and is said 
that Mr. yaee selected him for neral 
manager of Laclede and caused him to 
be sent here from Milwaukee. 

Mr. Beggs, although interested largely 
in lighting companies, is also a street raij- 
way magnate. He is president of the 
corporation which controls and operates 
all the electric lines in Milwaukee and for 
many miles outside that city in eastern 
Wisconsin.

Commissioner Simon says 
Vasquez reported that Fissinger had pro- 
posed that a load of 150 bushels of pota- 
toes should be delivered and that the 
weight slip should read for 230 busheis.

Government Lines Make Way 
Where Private Companies 
Cannot Penetrate, 


OTTAWA, Dec, 19.—-The Cana- 
dian people today are the owners of more 
than 6000 miles of land telegraphs and sea 
cables built and operated with their own 
money. 

lor years a good deal of talk has been 
heard about national ownership of tele- 
graphic lines, and Sir William Mulock. 
the postmaster general, is understood to 
have been investigating the conditions un- 
der which the properties of the companies 
now doing business in Canada can be ac- 
quired and operated by the government. 
Since Sir William began his inquiry the 
value of the companies’ holdings 
and franchises has gone up enormously. 

If the progress of Canada continues at 
anything like its present rate, the differ- 
ence between the price at which the lines 
could have been wationalized a few years 
after Sir William became postmaster 
general in the Laurier administration and 
at which they may be had, say, ten years 
hence, is likely to be so great as to seri- 
vusly handicap the minister who may at- 
tempt to undertake a nationalization 
echeme. 

In the meantime, government has 
been adding steadily to the mileage of its 
own lines, and in the northwest especially 
is sending out offshoots in every direction 
in the newly settled districts, where the 
private telegraph compaies have not found 
it sufficiently profitabe to build. In this 
way the governmen: is doing spiendid work 
for immigration and settlement. 


Many Lines 
Are Extended. 


The numver ot miies of government lines 
constructed up to the close of last year 
was 6241, and the present year will see a 
tutal mileage of 6034 tuliky completed and 
equipped, with 299 offices, 40 more than 
last year. 

The government system may be described 
in «a general way as consisting of three 
blocks. One connects Quebec with a sta- 
tion at the Atlantic end on the north shore 
of the St. Lawrence in one direction, over 
Ss” mniles beyond the Canadian boundary in 
Newfoundland, Labrador, at Chateau bay 
opposite Belle Isle, in the straits-of Belle 
isle, with a cable proceeding southwardly 
by way of the island of Anticosti and the 
Magdalen islands to Cape Breton, and 
branches in Nova Scotio and New Bruns- 
wick. 

Another is within the boundaries of the 
two great northwestern territories of As- 
sinibola and Saskatchewan. 

The third extends from the southern sec- 
| tion of British Columbia north some dis- 
tance beyond Dawson City in the Yukon, 
with a branch from the main line to Port 
Simpson on the Pacific coast below the 
Alaskan strip of the United States, and a 
spur to Aberdeen, a point on the coast be- 
low Port Simpson. 

The latter place, it will be remembered. 
‘9 the probable terminus of the National 
Transcontinental railway, the western sec- 
tion of which is to be constructed by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway, and the east- 
ern by the Canadian government. The 
government line on the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence between Murray bay, Que- 
bec and Chateau bay, is over 1000 miles 
long, with not far short of 900 miles more 
distributed between different parts of the 
province of Quebec, in and around the 
Magdalen islands and Anticosti island, and

Wireless 
System Used. 


The wireless telegraph system has been 
utilized by the government in connection 
with fts land lines at various points in the 
gulf of St. Lawrence and on the Attlantic 
coast. At Chateau Bav, the terminus of the 
North Shore line, in Labrador (Newfound- 
land territory), 84 miles from the point 
where Canadian furisdiction ends, there is 
a Marconi station, by means of which 
comminication is maintained with RBelle 
Isle, in the straits of Belle Isie. The gov- 
ernment cable, 22 miles, between the bay 
and island, was damaged by icebergs in 
June. and the wire'cess system, which pre 
viously had been installed, put in requisi- 
tion and found to work satisfactorily. 

The whole of the land and ceahble tele- 
graph lines above enumerated have been 
constructed and operated by the pyblic 
| works derartment of the dominion govern- 
iment, but in connection with the wireless

This is on the 
farm of Miss Edith Stege. Here the croak- 
ing amphibian jis entertained in a manner 
worthy of a beast that brings from $3.5 
t® $8 a dozen. 

Three ponds have been constructed i8 
ube rear: of the grounds, the largest being 
4K feet long. Each oblong of water is the 
center of a bit of landscape that at this 
time of the year is tinctured with all the 
greens and browns and secret shadows 
that autumn brings to earth. Lilies, 
oleanders and weeping willows, tapestried 
with vine and moss, and ponderous with 
gloom, surround the temples of this frog- 
land and fiiter the sunlight that falls upon 
it. 

Tiere in the twilight of springtime, the 
frog bulges’ his cheeks and grunts his 
throaiy melody across the pond. Another 
takes up the chant, and then another, until 
the precinct sounds as if the earth's axis 
were out of gear and creaked for lack of 
olling. Besides the pleasure he takes in 
fating and singing. the frog's serious 
aeuupation is tof be caugnt and eaten.

Yours 
is a very attractive little book, and it is 
well worth 2 cents, any way you look at 
it; but as to “Dan Black" being the best 
story of this or any other decade—forget 
it!
